British troops were forced to fire on 
three occasions today in an attempt 
to disperse rioting Moslems who 
have been striving since yesterday to 
gain possession of the Gurwar, a 
mosque, which is being demolished 
by sikhs.

Pangborn Tests Airplane 
For Non-Stop World Hop 


NEW YORK, July 21.—(/)— 
Clyde Pangborn flew his unusual- 
appearing giant airplane today in 
its first public tests preliminary to 
attempting a non-stop flight around 
the world this fall with Bennett 
Griffin. 

The plane, twin-motored Uppercu- 
Burnelli transport, gave the impres- 


sion of being all wing. This was 
heightened by the fact that the 
fusilage is 15 feet wide, built into 
the wing lines.

Lieutenant Colone: Dozier fought 
through the war under the command 
of General J. E. B. Stewart. 

He came to Atlanta in 1880, and 
was elected a captain in the Gover- 
nor’s Horse Guards, retiring after 
long service with the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel.

Congress in Moscow. 

Professor Ivan Pavlov, the world- 
famous scientist, will be host to 850 
foreign physiologists and _ biologists 
representing 37 countries who will at- 
tend the International Congress of 
Physiologists, which will be held in 
Moscow and Leningrad beginning on 
August 8. M. Pavlov, who was a No- 
bel prize winner 30 years ago, headed 
the soviet delegation to the Rome con- 
gress in 1932, when it was decided to 
hold this year’s sessions in the U. S. 
S. R in his honor. 

Despite his unabated opposition to 
the soviet, Professor Pavlov has often 
been honored by the Kremlin. He won 
his chief fame by his researches into 
the circulation of the blood and by his 
discovery of the “conditioned reflex.” 
Last year, on the occasion of his S5th 
birthday, the government awarded him 
an annual pension of 20,000 rubles and 
presented him with a fine car, plus 
chauffeur. 


Pavlov to Church. 


The car was delivered on a Saturday 
and Professor Pavlov told his chauf- 
feur to be on hand the next day as he 
wanted to go to church. He attended 
the service in one of the rural com- 
munities not far from Leningrad and 
after the ceremony sat down on a seat 
on the village mall to smoke a cig- 
aret. At that moment a young soldier 
walked up to him and sitting himself 
down remarked: “Well, old fellow, 
been to church, I see?’ 

Professor Pavlov assented. 

“Such ignorance, such black, stupid 
mediaevalism. It’s a pity we still 
should have so much backwardness in 
this country.” Professor Pavlov lis- 
tened in silence, “Now,” went: on the 
soldier, “if you had gone to school as 
I have and had studied a little biology, 
you would know that God has noth 
ing to do with creation. There is no 
God in fact. If you could have a look 
at what goes on in the laboratories of 
Professor Pavlov in Leningrad you 
would quickly be convinced. ... 

“But Pavlov believes in God,” re- 
plied the professor. 

“Impossible,” exclaimed the soldier. 

“I am Pavlov,” replied the great 
man, and he added: “I know where 
you went to school. You had better 
go and get your tuition fees back. It 
was pure waste of time for you at that 
school. Your teachers were more con- 
cerned with teaching you political 
economy than with teaching you bi- 
ology.” And with these words the old 
man walked over to his car and drove 
back home. 

The home of Professor Pavlov, by the 
way, is on one of the new apartment 
houses just constructed by Eugene 
Loewinsohn, brother of the Atlanta 
marae and author, Joseph Loewin- 
sohn.

Venizelos Filed But 25 Miles to 
Escape Greek Territory. 


Caso Island, recent refuge of the 
former Greek premier, Venizelos, is 
only 25 miles northeast of Crete, but 
in that short flight, the fleeing lead- 
er of revolutionists moved from Greek 
to Italian territory, according to a 
bulletin from the Washington (D. C.) 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

“Caso (also known as Cassos, Kaso 
and Caxo) is a miniature of Crete,’ 
says the bulletin. “It is only slightly 
more than half the size of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and is largely com- 
posed of mountains, some of whose 
peaks are more than 1,700 feet high. 
Sheer cliffs, rising high out of the sea, 
form the island’s rim except on the 
north coast, where several small vil- 
lages of flat-roofed buildings sprawl! 
over narrow plains. One of these vil- 
lages is Phry, the capital, which is 
the chief gateway to the island. 

“While the bulk of Caso’s popula- 
tion is to be found in the coastal vil- 
lages, a few fertile valleys back among 
the mountain ridges are peopled by 4 
sturdy, industrious rural population. 
The Argos valley in the sou -central 
part of the island is particularly pro- 
ductive. One of the show spots of 
Caso is a group of caverns at Selay, 
where visitors find a spectacular dis- 
play of stalactites. 

“About three miles off the northern 
coast are several islets. The largest 
of these is Armathia, well known in 
the gypsum industry for its quarries. 
Makra, the next island in importance, 
has been for centuries a haven for 
Casian boats during the stotms that 
lash the lower Aegean. 

“Despite its size and limited pop- 
ulation (7,500), Caso has figured 
prominently in the shaping of affairs 
in the eastern Mediterranean as weil 
as the Aegean. It joined with Greece 
against Turkey in the fight for Greek 
independence during the early part of 
the last century. Casians were al- 
most always outnumbered in their con- 
flicts with the Moslems but their 
knowledge of boats, which they built 
themselves, and of the near-by sea, 


made them equal to larger forces in 
naval strategy. Casian ships harassed 
Turkish shipping between Crete (then 
a Turkish possession) and the main- 
land, and even attacked Turkish craft 
in the Cretan harbors.

Health Talk

open room in the coldest weather. 
It is quite generaily ageesd now that 
there is no virtue in mere coldness of 
air. Even in the treatment of tuper- 
culosis, the tendency now is not to 
snbject patients to extremely cold 
temperature (though it apparently 
does them no harm) but to keep them 
cool and comfortable.” 

This, it seems to me, swings back 
too far. The sound idea which the 
tuberculosis association evidently 
wishes to impress on the lay reader 
is that good pure fresh air may be 
had without enduring discomfort. 

It is like taking a bath. If you en- 
joy the feeling of cold water on your 
skin it is not only healthful but bene- 
ficial for you to take baths, whether 
you need them or not. But I don't 
like the feel of water, hot or cold, 
especially cold, on my nice warm 
skin and I eschew the wet wash ex- 
cept at rare intervals. I venture to 
say that I am ag clean, as sanitary, 
as healthy and as happy as any of 
you birds who bathe every Saturday 
night or even every night. 

The “Air and Sunshine” pamphlet 
gives some timely advice and cautions 
about air bathing and sun bathing, 
which ought to save a lot of amateurs 
painful and serious burns from over- 
eg the business of exposure to sun- 
ight. 

Individuals unaccustomed to expo- 
sure should adhere strictly to a grad- 
uated schedule when the opportunity 
comes to get a coat of tan in two 
weeks. Fifteen minutes is about the 
limit of exposure to the noonday sun 
the first day. The duration of expo- 
sure may be increased five minutes 
each day with safety. Or, if the sun ‘s 
taken in the forenoon or the after- 
noon rather than at meridian, an ex- 
posure of 20 minutes twice a day the 
first day, and increase ten minutes 
for each exposure day by day. Fol- 
lowing such a schedule brings the 
desired tanning without the dis- 
comfort and unsightliness of sunburn, 
to say nothing of the dangers which 
attend sunburn quite as though it 
were an ordinary burn,

When You Hire a Taxi, You Must Pay 
For the Gas That Makes It Go 


BY ROBERT QUILLEN, 


Yesterday an influential congressman made the eloquent declaration 
that consumers must not be forced to pay the cost of government. 

That sounds good, but the sad truth is that consumers do and must 
and should pay the cost of everything. 

Who should pay for shoes if not the man who wears them? 

There is no law requiring you to wear shoes. You can go barefoot. 
And so long as you go barefoot, you can be wholly independent and 
indifferent to the cost of shoe leather. 

But the moment you decide to wear shoes, your independence is 
gone. You are asking something of the world. You are asking other 
people to do something for you. 

You must pay for what you get. 
than two objects made of leather. 

You must pay the man who raised the cattle that furnished the 
hides to make the leather. You must pay the dealer in hides, and the 
tanner, and the workmen who shaped the leather. 

There is metal in your shoes, wherefore you must pay the man who 
dug the ore, and the man who transformed it into metal, and the man 
who shaped the metal into tacks amd eyelets and string caps. 

The shoes contain cotton, so you must pay the planter who pro- 
duced it, the man who spun it into yarn, and the man who made the 
yarn into fabric. 

Machines made of metal were used by all of these men and you must 
pay the men who made the machines and the men who dug the ore of 
which they were made. 

You must pay for chemicals used, for the buildings that house the 
machines, for advertising and transportation and insurance. 

You must pay the interest on money borrowed by producers, proc- 
essors and merchandisers, for this interest is a legitimate part of the 
cost of making and delivering your shoes. 

Finally, you must pay the taxes. Every man engaged in producing 
your shoes—the planter, the hauler, the miner, the manufacturer, the 
merchant—is required to pay a tax. And this tax is a necessary ex- 
pense——-an inescapable part of the cost of making your shoes. It must 
be added to the other costs. 

Who should pay it, if not you? You get the shoes. 
you pay the whole cost of producing them? 

The consumer muSt pay the cost of what he consumes, and part 


of that cost is the “‘overhead’’ which includes every tax that is levied

Court Defeats. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt returned to the 
capital at 8:30 p. m. after a week- 
end trip down Chesapeake bay with 
the New Deal’s chief lawyer seek- 
ink an answer to his administration's 


defeats in the courts. 
Mr. Roosevelt and 
eral Homer S. Cummings left the’ 
sweltering capital Friday evening for 
a trip aboard the government yacht 
Sequoia. As a happy omen on the 
eve of their trip the New Orleans 
circuit court had declared the TVA 
power program constitutional, but 
this was the exception to a series of 
decisions unfavorable to the New 
Deal. Most important setback was 
the Boston circuit court decision de- 
claring the AAA unconstitutional. 


Discuss Legislation. 

There was no hint of what. the 
President, himself a lawyer, and his 
attorney-general talked about today 
on the after deck of the Sequoia 
as it sailed up the bay, but it was 
safe to assume that one of the topics 
was the constitutionality of the New 
Deal legislation of this congress— 
passed and pending. 

Probably the most politically con- 
troversial of these is the Guffey bill, 
proposing an NRA for the bitumi- 
nous coal industry. Cumming has re- 
fused to give the house ways and 
means committee an opinion as tv 
whether the bill is constitutional. 
Subsequently Mr. Roosevelt wrote a 
member of the committee saying: “I 
hope your committee will not permit 
doubt as to the  constitutionality, 
however reasonable, to block the sug- 
gested legislation.” 

It was this statement that caused 
Minority Leader Bertrand H. Snell, 
of the house, to suggest last night 
that the President “has come peril- 
ously close to what some people call 
impeachable grounds.” Snell's com- 
ment added significance to the fight 
over the fitness of the United States 
constitution to govern life in 1935, 
which has promised to become a 
major presidential issue next year as 
a result of Mr. Roosevelt's comments 
on the constitution following the fall 
of NRA. 

On the heels of Snell’s attack came 
another tonight from the American 
Liberty league, an organization num-

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NEW RACE OF PYGMIES 
FOUND IN INDO-CHINA 


French Scientists Say Tiny 
Couple Found in Annam 
Authentic Midgets. 


HANOI, French Indo-China, July 
21.—(UP)—French scientists today 
announced discovery of a new, authen- 
tic race of pygmies in the mountainous 
hinterland of Annam previously con- 
sidered uninhabited. 

They brought a tiny man and his 
woman to Hue, government seat for 
Quang Binh province. The human 
evidence was identified by Dr. Pierre 
Trehout, director of the French hos- 
pital and an eminent colonialist and 
student of African and Asiatic peoples, 
as belonging to a race akin to African 
pygmies. 

The Annam pygmies were in deplor- 
able physical condition. Dr. Trehout 
is nursing them back to health and 
strength while the French School of 
the Extreme Orienf prepares an ex- 
tensive study to determine their origin. 

Typhoons flooded large areas of 
Quang Binh, causing a relief expedi- 
tion to penetrate the area along a 
river flowing from the mountains. The 
relief director saw a tiny man with 
features differing from Annamites 
clinging to a log being swept down 
stream. 

After long search the man and 
woman brought to Hue and identiied 
as pygmies today were found by 
Quang Binh Annamites high in the 
mountains of the interior.

In actual fact, parts of the bridge 
did fall down. Seventy-six years aft- 
er it was finished, five of the 20 arch 
supports were swept away by the 
| river when it was swollen by a storm. 
A century and a half later, a great 
stone gateway at one end of the 
bridge fell down, and two arches caved 
in. 

Repairs were made in each case, 
but after long, long service the old 
bridge was torn down, and a new 
one built of granite, took its place 
in 1831. The total cost of the new 
London Bridge was 1,600,000 pounds, 
or about $8,000,000, 

London Bridge is now only ene of 
several important bridges which 
stretch across the Thames in the Lon- 
don region. Among the others is 
Tower Bridge, which has two high 
towers, one at each side of the cen- 
tral span. There are two levels for 
traffic between the towers. The up- 
per level is known as a “foot-bridge 
and ig’135 feet above the river. it 
was built so it could be used by peo- 
ple who wanted to cross the river 
while the drawbridge of the lower 
level was raised to permit large boats 
to pass along the river.

Reports Say Chuangchow 
Lad Caused Death of Four 


Persons He Bit. . 


MUKDEN, July 21.—(UP)—A 
hundred men searched the hills of east- 
ern ,Fengtien today for the ‘adder 
boy” of Chuangchow with orders to 
bring him in dead or alive—preferably 
dead. 4 

Reports received in Mukden do not 
attest the truth of reports that the 
7-year-old boy has poison fangs’ but 
they make it clear that the population 
ot Chuangchow believe he has—and 
furthermore believe four persons have 
died from his bites, 

Homes in Chuangchow are being 
guarded while the men seek the boy. 

Since the boy’s own father had 
planned to execute him but failed, it 
is believed no mercy will be shown. 

One report that reached Mukden 
was: 
“The young killer, whose bite means 
death, is as strange in appearance as 
in his penchant for biting. The lad 
resembles a baby ape. 

“His extraordinary nature first was 
noticed when two relatives came to 
call upon his parents. He bit them 
and the next day both were dead. 
This might not have proved so alarm- 
ing except that on the same day he 
had bitten the daughter of a neigh- 
bor. who also died within 24 hours. 

“The boy's father became seriously 
alarmed and locked him in a cage in- 
tending to put him to death later. 
The next morning, however, when he 
went to the cage he found that the 
youth had broken from his prison. 

“Some days later a woodcutter 
found him in the forest crying bitter- 
ly and taking pity on him took the 
lad to his cabin. There he showed 
his gratitude to his benefactor by bit- 
ing him. The woodcutter died. 

“The killer is again at liberty in 
the hills outside Chuangchow. The 
gore are resolutely determined to 
sill him on sight.”
